Yet, 
those who knew him best regarded him, 
above all, as a charming companion and a 
sympathetic friend, who went through life 
at an unhurried pace, always ready to halt 
awhile and lend a hand to anyone whom 
he found limping by the way.

appointment. ennett found life good, 
and took deep pleasure in “ the noble 
passion of praising.’’ He ignored, as far 
as possible, what he despised or disliked. 
His surviving great contemporaries, Mr. 
George Moore, Mr. John Galsworthy 
and Sir James Barrie must read 
with grateful emotion the sincere and glow- 
ing tributes in which he recorded his 
admiration of their work. He was almost 
as eager to understand the point of view of 
others as he was to analyse his own 
emotions and reactiéns. Perhaps, the 
most revealing passage in the present in- 
stalment of his Journal is the entry for the 
9th December, 1896, in which he writes: 


“I have just finished. reading J. M. Barrie’s 
account of his mother, * Margaret Ogilvy.’ This 
hook is a picture of a grave, mighty, passionate 
family of meu and woman. Instinctively, and all 
the time, T was comparing it with my own, and in 
particular comparing Margaret Ogilvy and J. M. 
Barrie with my mother and myself. Again and 
again, I had to acknowledge inferiority—inferiority 
of essential ‘character,’ apart from inéseential 
talent——a lack of bigness and a presence of certain 
littlenosses, Yet, at the same time, I found it 
superb enough not to be ashamed of shortcomings. 
What we are, we are! ‘I exist as I am, that is 
enough.’ To hold such a creed religiously is in one 
way to be great. 

“ A proud, self-unconscions self-esteem: that is 
what few people have. If at times it deserts me 
and mine, it always returns the stronger for having 
retreated. We are of the North, outwardly brasque, 
stoical, undemonstrative, scornful of the impulsive ; 
inwardly all sentiment and crushed tenderness.”

robably no great writer ever produced 
a more pedestrian set of verses than those 
entitled “ A Love Affair,” which he tran- 
scribes in his journal shortly after his 
40th birthday. 

He’ was also sadly lacking in a religious 
sense. When reading Francis Newman’s 
“ Phases of Faith,” he describes it as 
“thoroughly sincere and well done,” but 
he is. “Aamared ” at its “ ridiculous 
seriousness "’ about dogmatic questions.”’ 
On going to St. Sulpice to renew his en- 
joyment of Delacroix’s paintings there, he 
finds an ordination ceremony in progress. 
The only effect produced on his mind by 
that splendid and awe-inspiring rite is 
that of “a startling niummery right in 
the middle of Paris.” In an interview 
with him which “ A.G.G.’’ published in 
the Daily. News in April, 1925, he de- 
scribed himself, referring to his severe 
Noriconformist upbringing, as an ‘‘ abso- 
lutely irreligious person.” Yet six months 
later he wrote in the Daily Erpress :— 

“On a balance of probabilities 1 am inclined to 
accept the theory of a future life: and I am fairly 
sure that, if indeed there is a future life, my 
conduct in this present life will materially affect 
the nature of it.” ... “I believe that there is 
a Ged, if only for the reason that I can imagine 
no other explanation of a marvellous, scientifically 
ordered, and law-controlled wniverse.” .. . “Phe 
cnr ioe ag of conscience, together with the hread 
uniformity of its influence on conduct, convintes 
me far more satisfactorily than anything else that 
it must have been implanted in us by a Creator 
Who had a clear aim (whatever that aim may be) 
in the -ereation and slow evolution of His universe. 
I got this idea many years since ... . and 
it has. never left me. As this is, I think, my 
only faith, and as it directly implies ‘ works,’ my 
religion is necessarily a religion of works rather 
than. of-.faith,” 

Having gone so far along the right road 
there. can be little doubt that Bennett 
moved further forward before his death ; 
for his intellectual honesty was beyond 
suspicion, and his fundamental instincts 
were profoundly good.

POST-WAR VIENNA.

Blockade. By Anna Elsenmenger. London:

66 LOCKADE ” gives a faithful de- 

scription of the struggles of post- 
war Vienna, its privations that verged on 
famine, its depleted families, its maimed 
war Victims, its depreciating currency and 
enormous cost of living. Mrs. Elisen- 
menger confesses that she has always been 
proud of her German blood—in other 
words, she is a German Austrian—and 
that fact may account for the seriousness 
of her book, and the trite sentimentalities 
that a typical Viennese would not have 
expressed. 


Even in those days of poverty Vienna 
did not lose the gaiety that characterised 
the imperial city of the Hapsburgs. Mrs. 
Eisenmenger, however, lacks this quality, 
although she did not lack courage in that 
daily round of exhausting struggles. Her 
ingenuity in supplying food and clothing 
for her family was endless. ‘‘ Fresh eggs, 
fresh fruit, fresh milk, and your grand- 
son will be cured,’’ said a Viennese doctor 
who stood helpless among starving children. 
Yet, somehow she obtained them for the 
child, She tells a dreadful story, and all 
unconsciously she reveals 3ergelf as a fine, 
loyal Germanic type—lacking, perhaps, 
that light humour and that realism which 
were the essence of Vienna. 
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The first part of Mr. Curtis’s book is a 
summary of Chinese history, and describes 
the opening up of the Pacific during the 
middle ages and the subsequent seizures 
of territory by Íoreign Powers. He con: 
trasts the marked difference between the 
characters of the Chinese and Japanese 
peoples, and remarks that the former, 
having been accustomed from time imme- 
morial to expéct nothing from jyovern- 
ment, and to face natural calamities. of 
flood, famine and plague, have acquired 
the power of making a living for them- 
selves in circumstances of almost in- 
credible hardship. The Chinese peasant is 
essentially an individualist, and outside 
his family group finds it very 
dificult to take combined action for 
governmental, or even social, purposes. 
This unusual temperament explains also 
why the Chinese are sometimes accused of 
breaking faith. In their view a contract 
represents an wnapproachable ideal, to 
which no one is really expected to attain. 

Outlining the urgent needs of China at 
the present moment, Mr. Curtis includes 
the extension of railways and roads, 
scientific agriculture, education, co- 
operation, prevention of floods, control of 
emigration, industrial development, and 
an international loan to finance these 
services. Every attempt to apply measures 
of this kind has been defeated by the 
absence of a Government that can really 
govern. Great Britain cannot renounce, 
however, her responsibility to these 
people, who number one-fifth of the 
world’s population, and whose lives and 
history she has deflected for purposes of 
trade. Por a wise British policy with 
regard to China Mr. Curtis finds an 
analogy in the action of Lord Durham 
when settling the Canadian crisis in 1837, 
in Lord Cromer’s guidance to Egypt from 
1869, in Sir Alfred Milner’s South African 
policy. He-concludes that the first step 
is the appointment of a responsible 
Minister to the Chinese capital ‘‘ whose 
estimates of the facts, and whose methods 
of handling these facts, will, when ex- 
pines by. himself in reports and 

espatches, convince not merely the 
Secretary of State and the Cabinet, but 
Parliament also and the public opinion it 
represents." Mr. Curtis believes that the 
Chinese will ‘‘ make of themselves as 
noble a commonwealth as the world con- 
tains,’’ but that the time which they wil] 
take to reach this goal depends on the 
help that they receive from outside.

THE SOUTH AMERICAN 
FORESTS. 
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A Maturalist in the Guiana Forest. 
R. w. 6. Hingston, M.C. London: Arnoid. 


net. 
NATURALISTS recognise as outstand- 

ing certain works which deal in a 
general way with the great South Ameri- 
can forests. The authors of these books— 
Bates, Alfred Russell Wallace, Watterton 
and Guenther—are now reinforced by 
Major Hingston, whose work, “A 
Naturalist in the Guiana Forest, ' will 
render him worthy of inclusion among 
these eminent names. 

Much that is in this book is entirely 
new. We know a good deal about the 
animals and vegetation on the forest floor 
of South America, but the higher portions 
of the dense tropical jungles—in particu- 
lar the topmost branches, or canopy—are 
as yet almost unexplored. The honour of 
first investigating this promised land fell 
to the Oxford Exploration Club, of which 
Major Hingston was the leader. 

The site of operations was part way up 
4 small affluent of the Essequibo River 
called Maraballi Creek, where the nature 
of the forest seemed particularly suitable 
for the proposed work. The South Ameri- 
ean forests are a rich and almost virgin 
field for research work of this nature. 
They are of immense antiquity, and their 
steamy rain forest conditions, which have 
existed over a riod measurable by 
geological epochs, have given rise to the 
strangest adaptations of the flora and 
fauna. For example, there are the tail- 
swinging monkeys, the sloths, and the 
numerous protective and mimic devices 
adopted by the insects in the fierce struggle 
for existence. The water-logged condi- 
tions of the forests are well shown by the 
fact that co many of the animals take 
readily to the water—in fact, are almost 
amphibious. Others, such as the tayra or 
giant weasel, to avoid the arcane inun- 
dations, have adapted themselves to a 
semi-arboreal life. 

This savage fight for existence is well 
exemplified by the trees. Very large trees 
which form a considerable portion of the 
canopy are yet only a small portion of the 
forest as a whole; underneath them is a 
second forest, composed of an immense 
multitude of much smaller trees. All are 
crowded together as closely as possible, 
without room for a single addition, in a 
ceaseless struggle to force themselves a 
little higher than their neighbours and to 
secure a larger share of the sunlight. They 
form a selfish mob of ruthless competitors, 
until in the end a few of the most 
favoured specimens push themselves as 
ce iquerors through the chinks in the 
canopy, where, in the direct glow of the 
sunlight, they can spread wide their 
branches and flower. 

It was among these successful monsters 
that observation posts were established, 
from which the members of the expedition 
could conduct their work in comparative 
comfort, and could trap the insects, birds 
or animals.

A Kodern Utopia. 


Altruism, writes a correspondent, figures | 
in most dreams of riches, but it is not | 
often that the realisation of the riches 
means the materialisation of the dreams.

Fanu’s famous nineteenth century 

thriller, ‘‘Carmilla,”’. ought, I hope, 

to awaken public interest in the work .of an 
Irish novelist. who has remained. too long in 
undeserved obscurity. Sheridan Le Fanas 
novels are now only to be found ov the book- 
shelves of. secondhand bookshops or in the 
libraries of old Irish country houses. From 
time to time modern cditions. of bis better- 
known novels have appeared, met with little 
success, and have disappeared once more inte 
oblivion. Of course, if Mr.. Baldwin had 
mentioned his name at an official Junch, if one 
or two of the literary oracles had written 
about him with boyish enthusiasm, if Shaw 
had heard of him things might have bee: 
very different, and Le Fanu would probably 
have been restored te his rightful place in 
the sun beside Wilkie Collins and Charles 
Reade. As it is now, 
under the dust of fifty years. And the man 
himself? Who was he? Nobody seems to 
know anything about him, and yet seventy 
years ago he was a household word, and the 
reading public of Englund and Ireland «le 
voured each issue of the “' Dublin University 
Magazine,"’ in which his uovels appeared it; 
serial form. : 
Joseph Sheridan Le Fanu was born in Dublin 
in 1814 of a famous Huguenot family. On 
his father’s side he was related to the Bris 
lev Sheridans, the Hon. Mrs. Norton, and 
all “that brilliant hterary clan, and on his 
mother’s side he was descended from the 
Dobbins and Cootes, who were also famous 
for their scholarly and literary attainments. 


CALLED TO THE BAR. 


After a brilliant career in Trinity Sheridan 
Le Fanu was calied to the Bar in 1841; since 
1838 he had been contributing poems and 


i Bie recent stage adaptation of Sheridan 
Le 


came as a shock to his family and friends 
when in 1843 he abandoned what promised 
to be a suecessful legal career and took up 
the editorship of a Dublin paper called 7'he 
Warder. 

By all accounts he was a most attractive 

rsonality, with the dark aquiline good 
ooks of the Le Fanus and all the wit and 
charm of the Sheridans. He was an ex- 
tremely. able editor, and _ exceptionally 
popular’ in Bublin society. In 1844. he 
married Miss Susan Bennett, daughter of the 
eminent Q.C., and the marriage was. most 
romantically and perfectly happy. Mrs. Le Fanu 
was a beautiful woman, with intelligence and 
charm; she helped her husband to correct his 
proofs, and proved an invaluable aid gener- 
ally im his Jiterary work Lé Fanu was a 
busy man, his novels were selling well and 
there was an. increasing demand for his 
stories. During '“ the fifties; he edited 
the Jdublin Evening Mail in. -addition to 
all his other work. At the same time he 
was leading a very gay life, he entertained 
largely in his Merrion square honse, and 
also found time for a tremendous amount of 
reading. 

Mrs. Le Fanu died in 1859, and on the day 
of her death Le Fanu was transformed from a 
gay, convivial] wit into a melancholy, saturnine 
recluse. ‘The dark Puritanical strain inherited 
from his Huguenot ancestors became the 
dominant factor in his character. He. threw 
all his energies’ into his work, eschewed 
society, and. divided his life between the 
library in his house and his editorial offices 
im the city. 


“THE D.U. MAGAZINE,” 


In 1851 he bought and edited. ‘‘ The Dublin 
University Maga:ine.’ Before this he had 
contributed a good - many stories under a 
pirba, but írom 1861 on he wrote under 

ie own name, and the best: of his short 
stories—‘‘ In a Glass Darkly,' “The Wyverne 
Mystery,” “A Lost Name,” " Uncle Silas” 
and “The House by the Churchyard ’’— 
thrilled and delighted his many readers. 

In 1859 ill-health compelled him to retire 
from his editorial duties and in 1873 he died 
at the comparatively early age of fifty-nine. 
Curionsly enough, the title of his last novel 
was “‘ Willing to Die.” 

In his own particular vein -he was one of 
the best story-tellers of the nineteenth cen- 
tury.. To quote N. R. Jamés, author of ‘‘The 
Ghost Stories of an Antiquary,’ he was 
“absolute'ty in the front rank as a writer of 
ghost stories. That is my deliberate verdict 
after reading all the supernatural tales I have 
been able to get hold of. Nobody sets the 
scene better than he, nobody touches in the 
efiective detail more deftly.’’» Le Fanu was 
primarily a story-teller in the best romantic 
tradition. At the same’ time he had 
many of the worst mannerisms of the 
nineteenth century writers, . He was often 
long-winded, his style was ponderous, and 
showed many evidences of hasty writing, but 
this was probably owing to the Ko Their

Some of the short stories 
are masterly, and one, “ The Child Who Was 
Taken by Fairies,’’ achieves real beauty. Two 
of the novels, ‘‘ Uncle Silas”’ and “ The 
House by. the Churchyard,’ are worthy to 
be ranked with ' The Woman in White” 
and '' The Moonstone.’’ 


NATIONAL VERSE. 


Le Fanu's poetry is a different matter. His 
Irish national poetry was. exceedingly 
‘‘ pseudo,” and in the broth ox-.a boy class. 
He was encouraged to write them by his 
mother, who in her youth had been in 
sympathy with the rebels. She told him stories 
of the fate which had befallen those whom 
she knew and admired in ‘98, including the 
brothers Sheares, and bequeathed to William 
Le Fanu a very interesting letter from John 
Sheares to her father, Doctor Dobbin, in 
which he defends. himself from the charge of 
connivance at assassination, for which he was 
about to suffer death. She told him much 
of Lord Edward FitzGerald and the desperate 
fight he made for his life, and showed him 
the dagger with which he defended it. This 
dagger she ssessed herself of, taking 
it surreptitiously from its owner, Major Swan, 
because, in her own words: ‘* When i saw the 
dagger ii the hands with which Lord Edward 
had striven in the last fatal struggle for life 
or death, | felt it was not rightfully his who 
held it..l knew the spot in the front drawing-

DESCRIPTIVE POWERS. 

Le Fanu wrote of the Irish country and

battered all over with rain, muddy and 
sullen, reeled its way towards the sea, turn- 
ing up to the heavens an aspect as black as 
their own.” 

But the novels abound with such. good 
things as this. Im the piling up of atmo- 
sphere of the weird and unearthly in 
imaginative power, Le Fanu is in the very 
first rank, and in any case it is high time 
he received full recognition as one of the 
best Irish novelists of the nineteenth century,

As 
the Implacable passed the old ship which 
she had met at Trafalgar, the Victory dipped 
her ensign, and her bugiers sounded a suinte 
to her old opponent returmng to port for the 
last time.

The Implacable was formerly a 74-gun two- 
decker named the Duguay-Trouin. After 
she escaped at Trafalgar she was | cap- 
tured by Admiral Sir Charles Strachan, when 
her captain had been killed and 150 of her 
crew either killed or wounded.

BRITAIN BLAMED FOR 
BOMBAY RIOTS.

“The Hindu-Moslem riots in Bombay 
aré the direct outcome of the British

AEROPLANE SEARCH ..HELD

WAY CLEAR FOR THE

CROWDS DEMONSTRATE

In a joint Pastoral Letter announcin 
the settlement, the Bishops of Malta ant 
Gozo withdraw the injunction to the 

ople to refrain from voting for Lord 
Strickland and his party, which they 
made in May, 1930. 


PEACE OVERTURES, 


Following the intervention of an eccle- 
siastic. who acted as an intermédiary, 
Lord Strickland has apologised to the 
bishops for certain of his utterances in 
Malta and London, and his apology is 
ublished in the Pastoral. It is as fol- 
Own '— 

‘* Strickland, Count Della Catena, sin- 
cerely regrets that in parliamentary de- 
bates in England and in Malta, and on 
other occasions in defending himsel! 
against political opponents, he clashed 
with the Church and her authority, and 
used words that should be withdrawn, 
and which “he does, in fact, withdraw, 
and, therefore, he humbly and unre- 
servedly asks pardon. 

‘Further, he is anxious to declare 
emphatically that during his whole life- 
time he has always been fully determined 
to be a faithful son of Holy Church, in 
whose fold he desires ever to remain.”’ 

The bishops, announcing their accept- 
ance of the apology, remind all Catholic: 
that they are in duty bound to give their 
vote only for those candidates who give 
adequate assurances that they will respect. 
and protect the religious interest of the 
Catholic Maltese’ people. 


CONSTITUTION SUSPENDED. 


The immédiate origin of the dispute was 
the refusal in March, 1929, of Lord Strick- 
land, as Prime Minister, to allow a priest, 


| a British subject, to be transferred against 


his will to Sicily by the order of his 
superior, Successive stages in the develop- 
ment of the quarrel were the suspension 
of the Constitution and the appointment 
of a Roval Commission. 

The Commission’s report stated :—'‘‘ It 
is useless to disguise the opinion that Lord 
Strickland was a dominating and aggres- 
sive force, with a manner calculated to 
cause irritation and annoyance, and, with 
methods of attack which involved persona! 
animosity on the part of many of those 
who were attacked, leading to a tendency 
for the whole island to be divided into 
very embittered cliques. We think that 
these feelings and views were carried too 
far, and that the attribution. to. Lord 
Strickland of all the proceedings of the 
Government, supported as he was by so 
many strong adherents; assigned too much 
to him alone the responsibility for actions 
to which objection was taken.” 

The main ‘recommendations of the report 
were :—The services of Ministers in Malta 
should ‘be dispensed with; parliamentary 
government should be restored; there 
should be an early election. 

Following the issue of a circular at the 
end of last month by Archbishop Caruana, 
Bishop of Malta, which confirmed the 
terms of the Pastoral Letter of 1930, the 
question whether the elections should be 
suspended was considered by the Governor, 
but this settlement has supervened.,

‘WHY THE FIRM IS CLOSING.

THE FINANCIAL POSITION 
OF THE STATE, 


Earlier in the day, 

Mr. MULCAHY (C. na nG., Dublin, 
North) asked the Minister for Industry and 
Commerce (Mr. Sean Lemass) if he had any 
information regarding the statement pub- 
lished that day on behalf of Messrs. Gallaher 
to the effect that, in consequence of unfair 
discrimination against that firm in the present 
Budget p is, they would be compelled 
to close wn forthwith their recently 
established factory at East Wall, Dublin, 
which at present provided employment for 
300 persons, and whether he would make a 
statement on the matter. 

Mr. SEAN LEMASS (Minister for 
Industry and Commerce), in reply, said he 
had seen the statement published on behalf 
of Messrs. Gallaher (Dublin), Ltd., referred 
to in the deputy’s question. The financial 
position of the State necessitated an 
increase in the tobacco duties in the present 
year. When considering the possible conse- 
gences of such increase the Government had 
to take into account the position of Saorstat 
firms engaged in the tobacco industry, many 
of which were working under considerable 
difficulties. As the Deputy was, no doubt, 
aware, a number of Saorstat firms im this 
industry had gone out of business during the 
past nine years. The Government conse- 
quently decided to give a concession in re- 

of this duty to Saorstat owned firms 
established prior to 1°22. 

In arriving at this decision the Government 
had advertance to the fact that the firms 

ting factories both in the Sadrstat and 
in the United Kingdom were, and had been 
for some time past, paying duty at a higher 
rate in the United Kingdom than it was now 
proposed to levy here. The announcement of 
the decision of Messrs. Gallaher to close their 
Dublin factory was deeply regretted by the 
Government, hecause of the unemployment 
which might result among the workers en- 
gaged by the firm. The Government had 
under consideration the extent to which it 
was possible to make special provision for the 
employés concerned who were citizens of An 
Saorstat by securing for them a preference in 
employment in other industries which were 
being established as a result of the Govern- 
méent’s industria! policy. 


LORD MAYOR'S QUESTION.

Mulcahy, the ex-Minister for Local Govern- 
ment and Public Health, by means of a 
srivate notice question to the Minister for 
ndustry and Commerce at the beginning of 
the sitting, . 

The peculiar thing about all replies to 
questions as to the reasons for the latest 
teriffs is that if the Minister for Finance 1s 
asked to justify them he explains that they 
are imposed for protective purposes, whereas 
if it is the Minister for Indastry and Com- 
merce who is called upon he tosses back the 
ball to the Minister for Finance by explain, 
ing that their purpose is to provide revenue. 


LORD MAYOR PUZZLED. 

So it was in the present case. “The 
financial position of the State necessitated 
an increase in the tobacco duties this year,” 
Mr. Lemass explained, adding that the con- 
cession to native firms was a recognition of 
the difficulties under which they had been 
working for the past nine years. 

When Mr. Alfred Byrne inquired whether 
the financial advantage to the State would 
be greater than the loss to the three hundred 
employés in the factory, who will become 
unemployed, Mr. Lemass at once denied that 
he had made any reference to the financial 
advantage to the State, a reply which puzzled 
Mr. Byrne immensely. 

Mr. Lemass, whose optimism in these tariff 
discussions would be cheering if the evidence 
was a little less conclusive, airily spoke of 
consideration which the Government was giv- 
ing to the question of getting preference for 
the disemployed three hundred in regard to 
openings which were to be provided in the 
other industries which would be established 
in the State. ‘‘ Certain consultations,” of 
which he would not disclose the nature, had 
taken place between the Government and the 
firm, he revealed. 

By no means satisfied with this informa- 
tion, Mr. Muleahy, who is the senior member 
for North Dublin, the constituency in which 
the factory is situated, resumed the discussion 
on the motion for the adjournment of the 
House, when he threw out a challenge to the 
Labour Party to show how, even according 
to their own “somewhat obscure long- 
distance view,” this tariff policy of the Go- 
vernment was going to help the workers of 
the country. 


LABOUR LEADER’S ATTACK. 

Mr. Norton responded by expressing him- 
self in complete agreement with most of the 
arguments which Mr. Mulcahy had made 
against the tariff, particularly in an attack 
which the ex-Minister had made on the prin- 
ciple of preference for native industry. 

In any case, said Mr. Norton, such a pro- 
vision as this could easily be defeated.

UNDER FIRE AGAIN. 

Altogether, it was an unhappy day for 
Mr. Lemass; for the remainder of the sitting 
kept him under fire from the Farmers’ 
representatives, who objected to the tariff on 
artificial manures, which came up for report. 

In explaining the tariff and attempting to 
prove that it would entail no hardship for 
the farmers, he stated that four-fifths of the 
farming community used only Irish manures. 
Mr. FitzGerald-Kenney, the ex-Minister for 
Justice, who displayed a surprising amount 
of technical knowledge on the subject of 
artificial manures, pointed out that the im- 
ports of this commodity had decreased con- 
siderably during recent, years. Whether this 
was due to a falling-off in consumption or 
the fact that the home manufacturer had 
captured the market, Mr. FitzGerald-Kenney 
did not know; but whichever was the correct 
reason it was an argument against the tariff, 
and a strong one. 

Several members sought a reason from the 
Minister for the imposition of the tariff, but 
the only deputy who suggested an answer 
was Professor O'Sullivan. The Minister, he 
said, had followed his usual practice in im- 
posing tariffs of consulting one set of in- 
terests and ignoring the others. “He has 
met the manufacturers, asked them, “ How 
much will it cost you te produce this com- 
modity?’ and then said: * Very well, there 
is your tariff.’ ”’

some jewellery belonging to Mrs. Chevasse:

Another wing of the building was 
just becoming ignited at the time, and the 
brizade, working the hose from the lake about 
150 yards distant, succeeded in saving this 

rtion of the building. They also succeeded 
in saving out-offices.
